Cross-Country Flight. 


The Soviet Premier flashed 
across the country from New 
York in a giant jet plane today. 
He traveled in a Military Air 
Transport Service jet, which 
cruised across the country at 565 
miles an hour. It made the flight 
in five hours 28 minutes, landing 
at International Airport here at 
12:10 p.m. Pacific daylight time 
(2:10 St. Louis daylight time). It 
had taken off from New York's 
Idlewild Airport at 9:42 a.m., 
eastern daylight time.

FOR TEACHING AIDS 


The Board of Education will 
spend $106,000 in the current 
academic year for teaching aids 
in science, mathematics and 
languages, it was announced yes- 
terday. 


A matching amount will be

‘BEHIND THE FEARS felt by 
many over the visit of Premier 
Khrushchev to this country was an 
assumption that he would work his 
way with the American public and 
convert us all on the spot to a belief 
that peace would break out day 
after tomorrow. 

At this midway point in his tour 
of the United States, it is becoming 
quite evident that these fears were ground- 
less.. They grossly underestimated the 
capacity of Americans to see and hear and 
judge for themselves. 

Naturally there would be enormous curi- 
osity about this man; and a silent, on the 
whole restrained curiosity is seen in the 
crowds that everywhere come out to see 
him. It“would be amazing if this had not 
happened. 

One can think of few historical nes 
but, if d the Napoleonic wars at the 
beginning of the last century, the British 


had suddenly tried to make peace by in- 


viting Napoleon to tdéur. England, the 


reaction shave been the same. While 
this obvi tes theypresent moment, 
it neve may suggest the reaction of 
shock and #hOrror that -g@any Americans 


feel at seeing the enemypthe enemy de- 
nounced daily in language of violence and 
vituperation, treated as an honored guest. 


THANKS. DISPELLING the fears 
that we might 0 Wanees hy Puceeuabes 
that we would all lie down and play dead 


is due, in part at least, to Khrushchev him- 
self. He thas shown little or no understand- 
ing of Western attitudes and Western 
psychology. He has been boastful on the 
one hand and hypersensitive on the other, 
seeming at times almost bellicose and then 
abruptly shifting to an earthy good humor. 
In short, he has been about as subtle as 
a bulldozer. 


A little noted fact is that on several 
occasions his No. 1 interpreter, Oleg Troy- 
anovsky, who has a fluent and idiomatic 
understanding of English, has toned down 
the Premier’s language. 

That was conspicuously true when 
Khrushchev reacted in anger to questions 
put to him during his talk at the National 
Press Club in Washington. 


Touched off by a question about the 
suppression of the Hungarian revolt against 
his claim that outside interference in the 
affairs of other peoples should be avoided, 
Khrushchev spoke of Hungary sticking in 
some peoples’ throats “as a dead rat.” 
He then went on, according to Russian- 
speaking persons in the audience, to say, 
“If anyone wants to throw dead cats (he 
used a vulgarized phrase for dead cats), 
then we can do the same thing.” 


In the interpretation it came out as 
follows: 


“If there is a desire that our discussion 
here take that turn, of course, we for our 
part, could think of quite a few questions of 
a similar character.” 


This is significant for several reasons, 
one being that Troyanovsky would scarcely 
dare tone down the remarks of his boss 
without the sanction of the boss himself. 
After all, in the audience were members of 
the Khrushchev party well aware of this 
mild censorship. 

But, except for minor sandpapering of 
the rough edges, the American public has 
seen Khruslichev plainly through the ex- 
traordinary medium of television. In the 
long view of history, that in itself may 
prove the wisdom of President Eisenhower 
in inviting him to come to America, 


IT IS IMPORTANT to remember the 
reason behind the exchange of visits. This 
strong, rough; determined, sometimes 
angry man is the ruler of 200,000,000 people. 

While President Eisenhower has not 
always expressed himself in the clearest

of reports out of the Soviet Union. A 
“false” report about his country is one 
which does not conform to the destiny that 
must be because it is written down in the 
tablets of the prophets, Marx and Lenin. 


NO ASPECT of Khrushchev’s outlook, as 
revealed on this tour, is more disturbing. 
It suggests that if Communism does not 
triumph, then the game is rigged and the 
leader of the Communist world would have 
to intervene by force and violence to insure 
its triumph. That is one of the chief 
hazards in today’s world and by underscor- 
ing it at first hand the Khrushchev per- 
sonal appearance tour should again be a 
highly useful object lesson. 

In the boasts he makes about his system 
there is also a lesson for those who are 
willing to read it. Except for a certain 
amount of exaggeration, those boasts have 
an ominous core of truth. He told the 
Economic. Club in New York that the 
Soviet seven-year plan provided for a 7.7 
per cent increase in production. Actually, 
he said, production increased 12 per cent in 
the first eight months. 

“Apparently,” he continued, “‘we shail 
produce more than ten billion dollars worth 
of goods over and above the plan this 
year. Consequently, far from setting an 
impossible rate of economic development, 
our plan provides favorable conditions for 
industry so as not to create stresses in our 
economy, to insure additional accumulation 
through over-fulfillment of the plan and 
make more rhythmical the work of our in- 
dustries. Consequently, we can catch up 
with the United States in over-all economic 
development, and then in per capita pro- 
duction, more quickly than envisaged in 
our plans.” 

While there is no sure objective measure 
of Soviet growth, economists agree that it 
is probably not less than 4 to 5 per cent 
a year and perhaps nearer 7 to 8 per cent. 
Similarly, the experts fall out over the rate 
of .America’s development. But if the 
Soviet rate is in fact 7 to 8 per cent, as 
seems likely, then the American rate 
in recent years is approximately half of 
this. It must always be remembered that 
we have sustained for many years a rate 
of productivity, both over all and per cap- 
ita, far above that of the Soviet Union.

Crisis in Laos More 


Political Than Military 


Two Hundred U.N. Soldiers Could Probably Stop 
The Fighting, But Lasting Long-Range Solution 
Ts Long, Hard, Costly, Uncertain of Success.

VIENTIANE, Laos, Sept. 19. 


HERE ON THE SCENE, the threat to the pro-Western government 
of Laos appears mainly a political one, requiring a political solution. The 
military threat seems to have been grossly overestimated. As a conse- 
quence, the widespread impression that a military solution is appropriate 


does not fit the facts of the situation. 


This necessarily preliminary view is the 
result of a week of questioning Laos offi- 
cials and experienced Western diplomatic 
observers here in the capital and a visit 
to Sam Neua, northern headquarters for 
the royal Laotian army’s campaign against 
the rebel Pathet Lao. 

An example of this overemphasis on the 
military took place this week. This was the 
sudden report of something that could be 
called the Battle that Never Was, or pos- 
sibly the Battle that Might Have Been, but 
certainly not the Battle that Anyone Knew 
Anything About. 


RESPONSIBLE OFFICIALS high in the 
Laos defense department told a few report- 
ers about it Wednesday night. Rebel forces 
had attacked and captured the town of Sam 
Teu last Saturday night, these officials said. 
They added the realistic touch that 300 
mortar shells were fired on the village with- 
in two hours. Later, they added, govern- 
ment forces retook the village in a second 
battle. 


Next morning, the acting Foreign Minis- 
ter, Sisouk Na Champassak, who ordinarily 
is Secretary of State for Information, Sports 
and Youth, and Tourism, skipped his sched- 
uled daily military press briefing for the 
third day in a row. He declined to confirm 
or deny reports of the battle. 


One Western military attache denied flat- 
ly that any such battle had taken place. 
Another said the military post at Sam Teu 
had been evacuated some time ago and 
perhaps 30 Laotian soldiers had remained 
there as a custodial force. His best under- 
standing was that a dozen or so rebels 
approached the place, the Laotians fled 
into the woods, and the rebels carried off 
some supplies and withdrew. Then the 
Laotian troops came out of the woods and 
“recaptured” the village. 

Sisouk confirmed the defense depart- 
ment’s report after another 24 hours but 
details remained vague and uncertainty 
continued to cloud the whole incident. 


THIS IS NOT TO SAY that Western 
observers are in agreement on the extent 
of the fighting that gave rise to Laos’s 
appeal for a United Nations force to pro-

THE UNCERTAINTIES and contradic- 
tions of the situation already are bothering 
the U.N. fact-finding commission that 
arrived here Tuesday. One of the four 
principal members told the Post-Dispatch 
privately that the fact-finders had been 
asking repeatedly for hard facts and exact 
figures rather than hearsay reports, conjec- 
tures and approximations. 


“We have been telling them ‘Precision, 
precision, precision!’ ten times a day,’’ he 
said. 

Members of the commission also want to 
get on with their jobs, get out of Laos 
and make their report as soon as possible. 

“We are trying to move rapidly, even to 
the point of pushing the Laotians around a 
little,” the U.N. representative said. 


He had little patience with plans by 
some Laos officials to take the U.N. group 
deep into the jungle to points that can be 
reached only by a two-day march or by 
helicopter. He thought instead it should be 
sufficient to send one or two members of 
the subcommittee by commercial plane if 
there is something in particular the Laos 
government wants to present in the way 
of evidence that cannot be brought to 
Vientiane.

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Party Chiefs Look 


To Next Session for 


The Issues for 1960 


Congress’s Record So Far Too Ambiguous, But 
Both Sides Are Fairly Well Pleased—Civil Rights, 
Money for Education, Aid for Depressed Areas, 
Minimum Wage Law Changes Are Coming Up.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19. 


TO GET A LINE on their needs for the presidential and congres- 
siunal elections next year, national and state leaders of both parties are 
sorting out their successes, failures and compromises in the first 
session of the Eighty-sixth Congress which ended early Tuesday morning. 

The first appraisal by Democrats and Republicans is that the legis- 


lative record is so blended and blurred 
that each party will have to take a more 
distinctive stand in the session beginning 
in January. 

This consensus also applies to the records 
of the presidential hopefuls in both parties. 

Paradoxically, spokesmen for each side 
appear satisfied with their efforts of the 
past eight months, yet both sides are say- 
ing in effect, “‘Wait till next session!”’ 

The chairmen of the two national com- 
mittees got busy as soon as the first 
session ended. Republican National Chair- 
man Thruston B. Morton started on a 30,000- 
mile inspection and pep trip throughout the 
country. Democratic National Chairman 
Paul M. Butler called his national commit- 
tee to Washington to hear his plans for the 
nominating convention in Los Angeles. This 
one-day session was followed by a three- 


' day meeting of state chairmen and chair- 


women to work on programs to get out the 
voters and raise the greatly needed cam- 
paign funds. 

President Eisenhower stirred up the 
Democratic leaders Saturday by issuing a 
statement asserting that the record of the 
session included ‘‘many disappointing fail- 
ures’’ and declaring he would “continue to 
oppose”’ any new “extravagant proposals’’ 
in the next session. 


AT HIS NEWS CONFERENCE Thurs- 
day, Mr. Eisenhower had given this initial 
estimate: 


“By and large, there has been a great 


deal of good accomplished.”’ 
As a reminder of next year, he added: 


“But I do want to point out this again, 
that until there is a situation where both 
executive and legislature are controlled by 
the same party, I believe we cannot fix 
responsibility, and there cannot be really 
the kind of leadership of the whole nation *T¢S'dent 


that the nation deserves. 


“TI believe it is unfortunate to have that 


kind of divided control in the Federal Gov- 
ernment.”* 

Mr. Eisenhower said that while the Demo- 
cratic Congress had done a number of thing 
“largely in accordance with some of ‘the 
views I have expressed,’"’ he thought “the 
very flat refusal’’ to take care of long-range 
Treasury financing was “‘one of the most 
serious things that has happened to the 
United States in my time.”’ 

His emphasis on the need to remove or 
raise the 4.25 per cent ceiling on long-term 
bonds indicated he intended to make man- 
agement of the public debt a major issue 
next session. 


BUTLER, in a news conference the same 
day, said a substantial majority of the na- 
tional committee members he had talked 
with thought the final results of the first 
session were far better than had been ex- 
pected a month or so ago. He said these 
men.and women had confidently set the 
following as a “‘minimum goal” for the 
next session to impress the voters: 

1. A meaningful and effective civil rights 
law. 

2. Increased appropriations for education. 

3. Aid for the depressed areas. 

4. Higher payments and expansion of the 
coverage of the minimum wage law. 

He said some western members had de- 
manded congressional action to initiate pub- 
lic power projects and many members had 
talked about the continuing problems of 
agriculture. 

Asked whether he thought the so-called 
“tough”’ labor reform law would be claimed 
as a Democratic achievement, he talked at 
length about Democratic proposals for 
“effective reform’’ and concluded that the 
new law would produce ‘‘substantially”’ 
that result. 

This answer was close to double-talk. 
The 1952 and 1956 Democratic platforms 
called specifically for repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley law. The bill as approved by Con- 
gress with Democratic and Republican sup- 
port definitely strengthened the 1947 law, 
especially as applied to organized labor. 
Butler refused to predict what the 1960 plat- 
form would say about this older law. 

REPUBLICANS CLAIM they have ful- 
filled the labor plank of their 1956 platform 
which promised “to revise and improve

the Taft-Hartley Act so as to protect more 
effectively the rights of labor unions, man- 
agement, the individual worker and the 
public.” 

Butler said he did not think AFL-CIO 
President George Meany’s ‘‘disenchant- 
ment’’ with the Democratic vote on the 
Landrum-Griffin bill and his threat to break 
organized labor’s long alliance with the 
Democratic party would last until the 1960 
elections. He argued that Democratic sup- 
port for and expected Republican opposi- 
tion to increased minimum wage benefits 
and aid to economically depressed areas 
would dissipate this current resentment. 


WHETHER OR NOT the labor bill roll 
calls will be remembered a year from now, 
they have been a major factor in deter- 
mining present presidential prospects of 
four Democratic senatorial hopefuls—Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas, John F. Kennedy of Massachusetts, 
Stuart Symington of Missouri and Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota. 

Other less tangible factors influence this 
political projection, such as speeches in and 
outside Congress, findings and lack of find- 
ings by special committees, accomplishment 
and failures on legislative proposals and 
general behavior. 

The popular images of the four aspiring 
Senators has changed since each started 


figuring how he could capitalize the big 
majorities Democratic candidates won in 
the 1958 congressional and state elections. 
Each was confident he could put over his 
pet projects or force the Republican Ad- 


ministration to shape its program to his 
heart’s desire. All began making political

THE IMPRESSIONS these Senators have 
made on the popular mind, as reflected 
here in Washington, give these thumbnail 
sketches which are subject to redrawing 
after the next session: 


JOHNSON—A Texan who is trying to 
look like a westerner to avoid the label of 
segregationist southerner which would be a 
liability ‘n the northern cities, especially 
among Negro voters. His skillful handling 
of the large Democratic Senate majority, 
with southerners in charge of most of the 
important committees, and his compro- 
mises to get legislation that would escape 
an Eisenhower veto, have led many un- 
informed persons to regard him merely as 
a slick parliamentarian. 


KENNEDY — His youthful appearance 
rather than his religion still appears to be 
his greatest handicap, although his mature 
handling of the labor reform bill during 
the floor debate and in the joint conference 
committee retained the support of the po- 
litically influential labor leaders and may 
have added support from independent 
voters. He is reported to have made favor- 
able impressions with his numerous speech- 
es throughout the country but has not had 
much luck in talking the favorite-son gover- 
nors out of plans to have their names put in 
nomination at the Los Angeles convention, 


SYMINGTON—Although he has tried to 
get rid of his reputation as a single-string 
speaker about defense deficiencies by talk- 
ing about the needs of farmers, the unem- 
ployed and the nation’s productive capacity, 
he is still regarded by the local professional 
politicians as too cautious and too vague 
about constructive proposals. He insists 
that his voting record, which is approved 
100 per cent by organized labor and liberal 
groups, speaks for itself. Reports coming 
to Washington say he is an ineffective plat- 
form and dinner speaker. Reporters remark 
that he does not say anything quotable. 


HUMPHREY—His reputation for brash 
talkativeness, unsupported by any important 
legislative accomplishment, won him no 
new support during the last session, in or 
out of Congress. His eight-hour talkathon 
in Moscow with Russian Prime Minister 
Khrushchev was a one-day wonder, a minor 
incident compared with Vice President Nix- 
on’s Russian tour and the Kremlin leader’s 
visit to this country. 


IN COMPARISON with Nixon, the four 
Democratic Senators appear to have lost 
ground in their contest for popular favor. 
As the presiding officer of the Senate, 
Nixon had little public part in making the 
legislative record. Whether he was in- 
fluential in the White House-Capitol huddles 
of Republican leaders is not of public 
record and therefore such activity could 
not affect the popular opinion polls. 

Nixon’s new popularity appears to have 
come from the publicity given his Russian 
trip and perhaps reflects popular approval 
of the record of the past session and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s renewed efforts in the 
legislative and political fields. 

For the first time, Nixon led Kennedy in 
the Gallup Poll, announced this week, with 
51 per cent of the sampled voters to the 
Massachusetts Senator’s 45. In the July 


poll, before his Russian trip, he trailed - 


Kennedy 39 per cent to 61 per cent, and as

Russia’s success in hitting the 
moon carries an important lesson 
for Americans. 

In the largest sense Russia's 
scientific achievements have result- 
ed from national efficiency. Russia 
has a managed society contrélied 
from above by dictators. Our socie- 
ty depends for its controls mainly 
on the will of the people, their 
elected representatives, their po- 
litical ideals, their conscience. 


Our people as a whole must dis- 
play more interest in politics, must 
feel free to criticize, must release 
their creative energies. The only 
thing that will save a nation in a 

‘ crisis, Prof. Arnold Toynbee, the 
famous historian, tells us is for the 
intelligent, creative minority of the 
population to enjoy freedom to 
criticize and make suggestions. 

Is this freedom today enjoyed 
and exercised by our people? Mil- 
lions of upper middle-class Ameri- 
cans, the white-collar, educated, 
competent Americans who more 
than any other class determine the 


moral responsibility in the present 
crisis. 

The issue is felt most sharply by 
the employes of corporations, 

‘schools and government organiza- 
tions. The larger the institution 
the more poignant is the suppres- 
sion of the personal conscience and 

of social duty. The people 

work for these institutions are 

smart enough to know they must 
“be careful.” 

The great majority of favored 
middle-class citizens, however, 
quietly emulate the ostrich: they 
thrust their heads in the sands of 
indifference. 

This multitude of compromisers 
with conscience might, if they were 
free to speak out, save themselves 
and all of us from who knows what 
impending disasters. They com- 
pose the “critical minority’ about 

! which historian Toynbee writes. If 
that minority is suppressed, new 
ideas and the guidance necessary to 
carry them out are lost. 

Perhaps before we worry too 
much about the moon we would do 
well to restore democracy on our 
section of the earth.

The Impact of Mr. Khrushchev 


Halfway through his mission, Nikita Khrush- 
chev unquestionably has made a tremendous 
impact. His is such a volatile personality that 
it is impossible to predict whether this will 
remain true a week hence. He could blow up 
in one burst of fiery temper and undo all he 
has done so far. But in the first week, at 
least, he stamped himself deeply on skeptical 
American minds, and did it in two ways. 


To begin with, Mr. Khrushchev managed to 
convey a strong impression that he and his 
government mean business when they speak 
of compromising cold war disputes and mov- 
ing decisively toward peace and disarmament. 
This impression can Only be tested by the 
specific policies the Soviets follow in negotia- 
tion on specific issues. But it is essential that 
the test be made, It is essential that Ameri- 
can and Western leadership, far from brush- 
ing off Mr. Khrushchev’s speeches as propa- 
ganda, should respond with equally sweeping 
readiness to set international relations on a 
new path, and go the limit in trying to estab- 
lish the practical conditions of such a course.

Mr. Khrushchev’s disarmament speech at 
the U.N, General Assembly was so bold and 
comprehensive as to be breath-taking. To 
propose the simple, unqualified abolition of 
all military establishments and means of mak- 
ing war invites the instant reaction: “But he 
can’t mean that!” And yet if men mean what 
they say about the horrors of nuclear warfare 
in the world today, total disarmament is the 
ultimate objective, and in stating it so un- 
equivocally ‘Mr. Khrushchev has identified 
himself with the deepest aspirations of the 
people of every country. 

The question is whether he is willing to 
match this adoption of a long-term goal with 
equally unqualified devotion to the hard tasks 
of hammering out practical immediate agree- 
ments. Before the great leap can be taken, 
the first step must be taken. And before 
the first step is taken there must be assurance 
to all parties that disarmament agreements 
will be lived up to. This means some form 
of international inspection and control, to be 
established simultaneously with step-by-step 
measures of arms reduction; and it is precise- 
ly at this point that negotiations up to now 
have broken down. 


Despite 14 years of fruitless disarmament 
talk, however, it would be folly to stop talk- 
ing. Mr. Khrushchev at the U.N. was not en- 
tirely preoccupied with the distant goal. He 
spoke of interim agreements for continued 
suspension of nuclear tests, of military disen- 
gagement, of safeguards against surprise at- 
tack and other preliminary steps that would 


have to precede large-scale disarmament. He 
spoke also in favor of the broad principle of 
international control. 

We believe he should be taken at his word, 
and that Western leadership should now make 
a supreme effort—not a token gesture—to 
break the long deadlock on disarmament.

The second impact of Mr. Khrushchev con- 
cerns the spectacular way in which he has 
convinced Americans of his impassioned con- 
fidence in the future of his country and its 
social system. Here is no timid doubter, no 
defensive apologist, no uncertain Hamlet. He 
has the spirit which so often has character- 
meg America—the conviction that the future 
is his. 

We can be quite certain, from our point of 
view, that his Marxist analysis of capitalism 
and Communism is mistaken, since it is based 
on the premise of declining general welfare 
instead of the enormously improved standard 
of life which has actually taken place under 
our system. But it is difficult to assume, in 
the face of Mr. Khrushchev, that Communism 
is doomed to the decay and collapse which 
he predicts for our society. 

He bears strong witness that the Soviet 
system for his country is a going concern, 
and the triumphs of its power to concentrate 
scientific and technical energies suggest that 
we face a real and lengthy challenge. Both 
kinds of society and economic structure can 
exist. The world is not likely to be all one 
or all the other—unless one or the other dem- 
onstrates a failure to fulfill the people’s needs.

In this sense Mr. Khrushchev has immeas- 
urably sharpened the challenge which many 
Americans have long been aware of. He has 
warned us that our free society must redis- 
cover as strong a sense of purpose as his pos- 
sesses. We must redouble the great advances 
in social welfare we have already made, and 
do it without sacrificing political or individual 
freedom. We must liberate our innate social 
energies and lift our spiritual sights. We 
must stop merely defending what we have, 
and march forward to the conquest of new 
frontiers in education, science, social welfare 
and economic enterprise. 

Mr. Khrushchev presents us, in short, with 
an opportunity and a challenge—an opportu- 
nity, still to be tested, to turn a truly decisive 
corner in world relations, thereby lifting from 
men’s backs at least some of the burden of 
excessive armaments; and a challenge to ex- 
tend ourselves in political and social competi- 
tion with the Soviet system. The opportunity 
should be seized, and the challenge should 
be accepted. 


Job for the Treasury 


President Eisenhower has made it clear he 
will not call Congress into special session to 
remedy its failure to lift the 4%-per cent 
ceiling on long-term government securities. 
The failure to comply with this Administra- 
tion request has forced the Treasury to con- 
tinue short-term borrowing, which has an in- 
flationary effect. 

The President did not give a reason for his 
decision on a special session but there is a 
feeling on the part of some financial experts 
that spotlighting the situation in this way 
would worry investors and perhaps impair 
United States credit abroad. A different view 
was offered recently by Senator Bush of 
Connecticut, a former investment banker. He 
expressed the hope that members of Congress 
would familiarize themselves with problems 
of interest rates during the recess, so they 
would be able to deal with them intelligently 
next year.. He asserted: 


“Our friends abroad are said to be losing 
faith in us, and we are told that perhaps we 
should not discuss this matter so openly be- 
cause it might alarm them. It is not the dis- 
cussion of the issue which alarms them. I 
think a discussion encourages them to realize 
we are beginning to see the error of our 
ways.” 

The day before Congress adjourned Repre- 
sentative Mills of Arkansas, chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, which 
handles matters of this kind, indicated the 
Democratic Congress would not accept Mr. 
Eisenhower's proposal unless and until the 
next Administration budget “shows a substan- 
tial, honest surplus predicated upon high lev- 
els of employment and output.” Mr. Mills 
also got down to what is probably the real 
Congressional objection — traditional Demo- 
cratic opposition to “tight money.” He criti- 
cized President Eisenhower for failing to in- 
form the people about “the real issue—that 
we have used money tightness too much and 
fiscal tightness too little.” 

The implication in what Mr. Mills says is 
that the opposition to the Administration pro- 
posal is more political than substantive. Nat- 
urally Mr. Eisenhower does not want to be- 
come involved in a battle on political grounds. 
Unfortunately 1960 will be a presidential 
campaign year and politics will be uppermost 
in the minds of most Congressmen. Thus 
the best chance already has been lost, and the 
Administration should now engage in exten- 
sive missionary work and try to get the issue 
resolved early in the next session, before the 
political heat becomes unbearable. 


Five Candles for KETC 


KETC, the St. Louis educational television 
station seen on Channel 9, is five years old, a 
remarkably advanced age for an institution 
whose survival has depended in no small 
measure on community support. 


In those five years in addition to its school 
programs KETC has established an enviable 
record of public service. One of its more 
notable achievements came in connection with 
the drafting of the proposed Metropolitan 
District plan. The station gave over a sub- 
stantial portion of its evening programming 
time to live telecasts of actual meetings of the 
Board of Freeholders that drafted the plan. 
In effect it provided its viewers with a close- 
up of political planning in action. No com- 
mercial TV station could afford to give up so 
‘much prime evening time for this kind of pro- 


plan. KETC has made an important place for 
itself in the community. It has earned birth- 
day congratulations and community support, 


To Protect the Children 


The school fire safety bill enacted by the 
Aldermen ought to galvanize the School Board 
into taking whatever steps are necessary for 
compliance—including the early submission 
of a modest bond issue if that is indicated. 

Drafted by city building and fire inspectors 
reacting to the parochial school tragedy in 
Chicago, the bill requires all public and pa- 
rochial schools here to comply with fire safety 
requirements of the 1945 building code within 
a year. Evidently this means that sprinkler 
systems will have to be installed in about 133 
of the city’s 163 public schools. No doubt 
that will be costly. But this is a price the 
School Board and the taxpayers will have to 
pay for assurances that the city’s 100,000 
school children are getting the protection 
recommended by modern fire-safety practices. 

Since the measure was sponsored by the 
City Administration, there is not much room 
for doubt that Mayor Tucker will sign it. The 
School Board ought to move quickly to deter- 
mine precisely what compliance will cost, and 
then do its best to provide the necessary 
wherewithal. In the 1955 school bond issue 
the people willingly provided $1,675,000 to 
improve lighting in the classrooms, and there 
is no reason to believe they would say No to 
so essential a protection as sprinklers. 


Inverted Logic 

Georgia’s Democratic Chairman, John Sam- 
mons Bell, accuses Democratic National Chair- 
man Paul Butler of making the South a “whip- 
ping boy” through readoption of the 1956 
“good faith” rule. “To create an issue mere- 
ly to offend a loyal segment of the party is 
ridiculous,” says Mr. Bell. 

Here is a case of a whipping boy who tried 
to do the whipping. Moreover, Mr. Butler did 
not create this issue. Southern Democrats did. 

The issue was created in the 1948 campaign 
when the Dixiecrats kept the Truman ticket 
off the ballot in several states. To prevent 
such distortion of party will ard voters’ choice, 
the 56 party convention adopted a rule under 
which party delegates from each state would 
not be seated unless they pledged to see to it 
that voters could vote for the national ticket. 

Since then, the issue has been revived by 
the adoption in Georgia and four other South- 

ern states of laws or state party rules per- 
mitting the choice of unpledged electors. Here 
is a new device for keeping the national ticket 
off the ballot and for denying voters a clear 
selection between the two major parties. Con- 
sequently, Chairman Butler convinced the 
Democratic National Committee that it should 
readopt the 1956 rule. Northern Democratic 
leaders are praising his judgment. 

The rule is fair, and in any case the South- 
erners invited it. Keeping faith with their 
party and the voters is now up to them.

What they have seen and identified 
at the center of all the current politi- 
cal confusion is the hard fact that to a 
meaningful and disturbing extent, the 
Khrushchev visit, and all it implies, 
brings American domestic politics at 
its highest level—the process of presi- 
dential nomination and election—with- 
in the thrall of the Kremlin’s will. 

The manner in which this comes 
about is simple, for everything hinges 
on what the Kremlin will do—and the 
Kremlin is master of its own deport- 
ment. 

If, on the one hand, the Soviet lead- 
ers choose to maintain through 1960 
an attitude of doing business on a 
fairly reasonable basis with the United 
States Government, the political con- 
sequences of Mr. Khrushchev’s visit 
here, and of President Ejisenhower’s 
journey to the Soviet Union, will be 
favorable to the party which led this 
country into the exchanges and to the 
men of the party who associated 
themselves with the project. But if, on 
the other hand, the Kremlin chooses to 
switch back to a hard and brutal line, 
then the consequences to the Republi- 
can party will be unfavorable—per- 
haps decisively so. 

This issue, in turn, raise corollary 
ones. By 1960, will Soviet behavior 
make the Republican party seem to 
be, in the view of the electorate, the 
agent which solved, or significantly 
eased, the cold-war crisis, or will it 
seem to be the stupid victim of Soviet 
duplicity, demonstrably incapable of 


conducting the nation’s affairs in such 
dangerous situations? 

Should the Democratic party, gam- 
bling on the long-term malevolence of 
the Kremlin, oppose the philosophy of 
accommodation inherent in the Eisen- 
hower-Khrushchev exchange, or should 
it gamble the other way and try to 
get aboard the dove? And which way 
should a presidential aspirant bet? 

When one considers that the Krem- 
lin is fully free to make its move at 
any time up to and including election 
day, the magnitude and duration of 
the dilemma become clear. 

As for personalities, the issue be- 
comes clearly defined in the case of 
Richard M. Nixon versus Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. The Vice President is 
committed, whether he likes it or not, 
to the processes of exploration and the

quest for accommodation. The com- 
mitment derives both from his role in 
the Administration and from his re- 
cent visit to the Soviet Union. The 
dangers for him in this situation are 
apparent. 

There is a well-developed theory in 
Washington that the whole elaborate 
business by which Mr. Eisenhower 
kept Mr. Nixon in the dark about the 
ongoing. White House-Kremlin ex- 
changes until the Vice President was 
almost ready to enplane for Moscow, 
was designed to make possible a 
shifting of responsibility from Mr. 
Nixon to Mr. Eisenhower (prospec- 
tively only a spectator in 1960) if the 
end results were bad. 

But no matter how many escape 
hatches may have been provided, the 
commitment stands. Mr. Rockefeller, 
on the other hand, is playing it cool as 
far as the Soviet Union and Mr. 
Khrushchev are concerned. His con- 
spicuous avoidance of the Soviet Ex- 
position in New York is already in the 
record, and his attitude toward the 
Khrushchev visit has been hardly more 
cordial, (Editor’s note: Gov. Rocke-

feller did meet briefly with Mr. 
Khrushchev in New York Friday.) 
But—the Governor of New York 
could prove to be wrong. If, as the 
primaries unfold and as the G.O.P. 
convention meets, the Soviet Union 


made headway in relieving the ten- 
sions of the cold war, then the pub 
lic’s longing for an end to interna- 
tional crisis will give Mr. Nixon an 
advantage over Mr. Rockefeller. 

In the Democratic party, the di- 
lemma of the candidates is no less 
acute. Adlai Stevenson is still under 
some handicap from the diligent ef- 
forts of Mr. Nixon in 1952 and 1956 
to impose upon him a reputation as 
an appeaser of Communism, however 
undeserved that reputation may have 
been. Mr. Stevenson, as a result, is 
not even wholly free to make up his 
mind on the issue according to the 
dictates of his conscience and his 
political judgment. 

Senator John Kennedy’s freedom of 
choice is restricted for another rea- 
son: the opposition to the Eisenhower- 
Khrushchev exchange of the Catholic 
Church, most militantly expounded by 
Richard Cardinal Cushing of Boston. 


Senator Humphrey must deal, on the 
one hand, with the fact that Mr. 
Khrushchev has given him t'> rough 
side of his tongue and on the other 
with a need to prove that he is not an 
extreme left-winger; and, to compli- 
cate matters further, he must also deal 
with the obligations imposed by his 
own strategy in offering himself as 
an apostle of peace. 


Senator Stuart Symington has té 
wonder whether it might become nec- 
essary to attempt a reconciliation be- 
tween his commitment to a devastat- 
ing strategic air capability and a new 
posture of accommodation with the 
target regime. 

In the broad battle between the 
two great parties, the Khrushchev visit 
and all it entails have already had 
this result as of right now: The Demo- 
crats have not yet gained an issue, 
but the Republicans have lost one 
which they had cherished for nearly 
two decades—the issue summed up in 
the word Yalta. But no one at either 
headquarters, canvassing tactics and 
strategy for 1960, can know for sure 
that an abrupt Kremlin move will not 
change all this, conferring upon the 
Republicans a winning slogan, “Prog- 
ress Toward Peace’’—or upon the 
Democrats a losing one, “Stumbling 
into War.”

For example, union officers 
are required to report any loans 
they obtain from their organiza- 
tions. Another section makes it 
a criminal offense, punishable by 
two years’ imprisonment and a 
fine of $10,000, for a union offi- 
cer to accept a loan from his 
Organization. Thus, some law- 
yers are asking, does the report- 
ing section violate the Fifth 
Amendment rights of an officer 
who may be in violation of the 
criminal section? 

Other questions likely to arise 
involve the free speech guaran- 
tees for union members and the 
obligations of union officers to 
conduct union meetings. Will the 
free speech sections make an 
officer liable to criminal prosecu- 
tion if he has a disruptive mem- 
ber removed from the hall or 
gavels down long-winded speech- 
es in the interest of disposing of 
pending business? 

Other questions involving free 
speech may arise from the stat- 
ute’s strict limitations on picket- 
ing. The Supreme Court’ gener- 
ally has ruled that free speech 
cannot be treated as an abstrac- 
tion and Congress has the right

AS I HAVE SAID, there is nothing 
in the surface events of this story that 
couldn’t be matched by almost any politi- 
cal reporter from any part of the United 
States, Its special value lies in the vividly 
described anxiety and bitterness that 
erodes the character of all the partici- 
pants in this degraded political charade. 
The belief implied in Mr. Garrett’s novel 
is that politics corrupts the politicians 
most of all. This may be true in certain 
instances but I suspect that most politi- 
cians play their little con game on the 
assumption that “‘you’ve got to be elected” 
before you can be effective as a public 
servant. And there is a measure of truth 
in this ‘“‘axiom.”” Certainly there are many 
denoted office holders who have cut a 
few corners and shaken many a dirty 
hand. 

Mr. Garrett’s novel, however, should 
not be judged as a political handbook. It 
is a description of a situation lying in the 
deep shadows of an obsolescent tradition; 
and of a few people who are still bound 
to it. Its prose is not distinguished but 
it is part of an honest effort. 


More Perspective on Our World 


Crane Brinton’s Stumulating Survey of the Past 


A HISTORY OF WESTERN MORALS, 
by Crane Brinton. (Harcourt, Brace 
and Company, 502 pgs., $8.75.)

SOME COMMENTATORS main- 

tain that our western civilization is in 
decline, crumbling in a general erosion 
and decay of morals. Headlines of crime, 
scandal and delinquency emphasize the 
theme. Are we really this close to col- 
lapse? Harvard professor Crane Brinton 
has applied the professional perspective 
of the historian to see where we stand. 
His conclusion certainly is not pessimistic. 

Brinton’s prolific pen has produced a 
dozen earlier books, many dealing with 
political thought and ideas. This “‘History 
of Western Morals” is the most ambitious 
of all as Brinton traces the spirit of our 
civilization from the beginnings to the 
present. He declares his task to be the 
definition of the morals of each age plus 

a determination of the popular adherence 

to these standards. In this he fails, often 

using his own opinions where more ob- 
jective evidence is required, but Brinton 
nevertheless has written an excellent book. 

From the Greeks and the Romans, from 
the Christians and the Jews, came the 
character lines of the West. They 
stretched through the Dark and Middle: 

Ages, the Reformation and the Renais- 

sance, the Age of Reason and the Vic- 

torian Era into modern times. Western 
man has shown remarkably little change

over the centuries, and he stands today 
little if any better than his ancestors—but 
certainly not worse. “If there be an im- 
provement in men’s conduct in relation 
to their ethical standards, or even an im- 
provement in those standards themselves, 
in the last three thousand years, such an 


improvement can hardly be measured 
quantitatively. .. .”’ 

The anti-collectivists will take comfort 
from Brinton’s insistence that the struggle 
for prizes, i.e. competition, is the central 
theme of the moral history of the West. 
Individual effort and reward has been and 
remains our pre-eminent characteristic. 
Socialism cannot endure. “Not the most 
unlikely prospect is that the Marxian 
heresy will slowly be absorbed into its 
Western parent faith, that the present 
schism between Communism and Western 
democracy will turn out to be a rivalry 
between nation-states organized in. tra- 
ditional coalitions, not ... a struggle 
deeply rooted in religion. . . .” 


THE EFFECT of Christianity on 
the conduct of Western man has been 
negligible. ‘As for the more serious moral 
failings, I repeat that I doubt if there is 
much difference in level of conduct be- 
tween Christians and non-Christians. We 
know enough about the psychology of 
guilt and punishment to know that no 
such oddly rational attitude as the classic 
Christian view of a sure divine judgment 
based on a clearly known moral code ex- 
hausts the range and depth of human 
conscience, or even strikes effectively in 
the middle of that range.” 

“A History of Western Morals” is a 
compendium of controversial conclusions. 
Certain to be challenged and debated, the 
book is worth reading.

CARDINAL NEWMAN 
wrote a famous discourse en- 
titled “The Idea of a Univer- 
sity;” and it was an analysis 
of the principles of human per- 
fection — or perfectibility — on 
which a university ought to op- 
erate.

Pros and Cons of Pound Affair

IN THE FIRST OR TWO TALKS I gave on Ezra 
Pound at the Poetry Center. some years ago, I casually me 
tioned that Pound was considered “right” (that is, a rightist) 
in his political views and that these views pervaded his later 
“Cantos.” At once a member of the audience rose and objected, 
“Ezra Pound is not right, he’s wrong!” 

This little incident illustrates the breakdown of communica- 
tion which for a long time could befall anyone writing or speak- 
ing, however impartially, on this explosive figure. Today, at 
least some of the smoke has cleared. 

When Pound was released from St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in 
April 1958, after 12 years’ confinement for his wartime broad- 
casts, even many of his severest critics felt he had been detained 
long enough. Certain notorious war criminals, including Tokyo 
Rose, had already been freed; Pound, though held, had not even 
been tried. His situation began to be politically embarrassing 
to the United States, since the liberal (and sometimes sensa- 
tional) Western European press was hailing him as a martyr. 
‘*‘A CASEBOOK ON EZRA POUND’? is a set of 
documents giving a rather good idea of the whole Pound affair, 
pro and con. It contains articles the poet’s career, 
the controversial 1949 Bollingen Prize for “Pisan Cantos” 
and his life in federal custody in Washington, D. C. Appendices 
include several of the ‘‘Cantos,” excerpts from the Rome broad- 
casts, a long but incomplete bibliography and topics for student 
research. Although designed as “controlled source material” 
for college freshmen, the “‘Casebook”’ is highly recommended to 
any reader interested in the poet's stormy life. No first-rate, 
full-length biography of Pound is available. 

There are two reservations, however. First, one must realize 

that this book is ‘ust a sampling and represents only a fraction 
of 1 per cent of all that has been written by and about the poet. 
Hundreds of important sources remain untapped; for instance, 
the little-known, privately circulated “Pound Newsletter,” pub- 
lished in the mid-’50s at the University of California. It can 
safely be said that each of a dozen other Pound scholars could 
assemble an equally useful collection using almost entirely dif- 
ferent materials. Yet this possibility in no way detracts from 
the value and interest of the O’Connor-Stone . 
THE SECOND RESERVATION is more serious. 
Except a few interpretive articles (notably ““The Background of 
the Pisan Cantos,”” by David Park Williams), the “Casebook” 
contains little to enlighten readers about Pound’s work. Pound 
has implied that a poet's life is less significant than his work. 
Yet the controversies of his own later career have tended to 
obscure his over-all writings. 

The “Casebook” fails to give us, on the unfavorable side, 
any documents linking Pound with the mob-rouser John Kasper. 
Since the issue is touched upon, readers are entitled to know 
more facts about this and other allegations against Pound. Nor 
do we get a very clear picture of the early and middle phases 
of Pound's career: Pound the animator and innovator, the coun- 
selor to Yeats and Eliot, the champion of Gautier, Joyce and 
Frobenius. 

Whether “right” or wrong, Ezra Pound, in having quarreled 
with his age, has only resembled certain major poets of the past. 
Still, to most of his contemporaries his life and work will always 
be marked by great heights and depths. Leap, then, from sum- 
mit to summit; gather what endures there. Pound put it beauti- 
fully in his Pisan cage: 

*“‘What thou lovest well remains, the rest is dross.”

Built-in obsolescence is widely accepted 
as a tenet of modern living, with the au- 
tomobile its most conspicuous example, 
and we have somehow come to believe 
that if we refuse to play this game of buy- 
ing and discarding we are standing in the 
way of progress. Another habit we have 
acquired is that of junking, rather than re- 
pairing, minor implements that have be- 
come slightly worn or even merely out 
of adjustment. These traits are reflected 
in the appearance and functioning of the 
articles, and will be readily understood 
by archeologists of some future time as 
they examine the contents of our time 
capsules and probe our junk heaps. 
BUT QUALITY IS beginning to as- 
sert itself in contemporary design. We 
are looking with fresh appreciation at the 
hand-made articles of the American pio- 
neers, and at the excellent craftsmanship 
of many European imports. The Interna- 
tional Design Conference, held each sum- 
mer at Aspen, Colo., brings together de- 
signers who are helping to infuse the whole 
idea of design with an idealism of sound- 
ness and quality. The growing public in- 
terest in fine art undoubtedly is nourish- 
ing a growing taste for fineness in our 
implements and household goods. 

The City Art Museum show surveys de- 
signs that have withstood the test of time. 
and which have met high standards of 
utility, craftsmanship and sculptural form 
during the last 35 years. 

It includes items that fall in the border 
zone between art and utility, and are 
primarily intended to be beautiful—giass 
goblets, ceramic vessels, jewelry and per- 
sonal accessories. 

Others, such as a chemistry laboratory 
boiling flask, a magnetic bottle opener of 
stainless steel, cutlery of the same ma- 
terial, and cooking pans, are beautiful by 
virtue of their pure, or nearly pure, 
expression of function through form.

CHAIRS OF ALL SORTS make

signing chairs. There is a rigidly right- 
angled 1910 Frank Lloyd Wright dining 
chair evidently designed, as was much of 
his furniture, more to complement his 
architecture than to accommodate a hv- 
man being. 

There are some of the pedestal chairs 
of Eero Saarinen, designer of the St. Louis 
riverfront arch, and there are several by 
Charles Eames, a former St. Louisan. One 
of these is a well-nigh irresistible lounge 
chair and ottoman of laminated wood and 
black leather on steel swivel bases. 

The concern of art museums with 
beauty in contemporary artifacts goes 
back a number of years. The catalogue 
to this show mentions that in 1905 John 
Cotton Dana exhibited an entire room of 
bathtubs in the Newark Museum, despite 
his own misgivings as to its propriety. 
When the Museum of Modern Art was 
founded in New York in 1929, it began 
developing a design collection side by side 
with its collections of painting and sculp- 
ture. It is still the only museum with a 
curatorial department devoted to archi- 
tecture and design, but other institutions 
are recognizing the validity of viewing 
contemporary design as an art form. 

“Design: U.S.A.” was organized by the 
Albright Art Gallery, at Buffalo, in colla- 
boration with seven other museums, in- 
cluding St. Louis. The Gaylord Container 
Corporation, of St. Louis, is one of its 
chief sponsors.

Music in the Soviet Union: 1959 


Composers Have Many Advantages but Are Creatively Weak

WITH SURPRISING frequency, 
friends are likely to put it to me 
that, whereas the Russian author—Paster- 
nak, for example—works under conditions

To be sure, the Soviet composer enjoys 
some advan . The Union of Com- 
posers undertakes to publicize his works, 
promote their performance or make him 
an outright subsidy if he needs it. Dmitri 
Kabalevsky explained this to me in Mos- 
cow. To Kabalevsky, however, the most 
important single function of the Union of 
Composers is its creating an atmosphere 
within which the composer can find kin- 
dred spirits who can mutually benefit 
themselves in frank critical appraisals of 
one another’s works.

Glinka, Moussorgski, Glazounov. The sec- 
ond half consisted of three German Over- 
tures: ‘‘Freischutz,” ‘“Euryanthe,”- and 
“Lohengrin.” Our conductors would have 
been too self-conscious to perform the 
simple, melodic music of the Russian 
composers as did Mravinsky, with beauti- 
ful nuance, a ravishing physical beauty of 
sound, and a fine melodic line. But only 
a conductor who had failed second year 
harmony would have treated the German 
overtures so clumsily. 

The twelve-tone technique has made vir- 
tually no inroad upon Russian music, and 
the influence of Bartok is only now be- 
ginning to be felt. Kabalevsky asked me, 
very earnestly, if I liked those twelve-tone 
works I professed to admire (I ‘do) or 
had merely become habituated to them. 


ONLY SEVERAL days later did T 
learn a Russian proverb which would 
have improved my halting answer: ‘“‘Pri- 
vichka, vtoraya priroda” (‘‘Habit, our 
second nature’’). Leonard Bernstein re- 
cently introduced some of the later works 
of Stravinsky. 

The great musical ideas, then, are in 
the West. This is true despite the finan- 
cial support of the Soviet government, 
despite the availability of copyists and

Italy, then, is the Motherland of the musician and the musi- 
cal devotee. The cluster of names that meets the eye in any 
reference book makes it quite evident that Italian scholarship 
as well as Mediterranean exuberance has provided the guiding 
force for all subsequent developments. Those who regard the 


symphony as the highest form of musical

IT MUST BE ADMITTED, though, that opera — an 
Italian invention — has always been more congenial to Italians 
than the so-called pure music represented by the symphony and 
the string quartet.

‘Defeats i 
For Crown 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Sept. 19 (UPI)—Jackie Nicklaus, 
an imperturbable 19-year-old 
sphinx of the links, wedged a 
shot six feet from the pin on the 
36th hole today for a birdie that 
gave him a l-up victory over 
tiring Charlie Coe and made him 
the youngest national amateur 
golf champion in 50 years. 

After trailing by three holes 
midway during the morning 18, 
the muscular, blond Ohio State 
junior from Columbus, 0O., took 
advantage of Coe’s deteriorating 
game to overtake the defending 
champion with a remarkable 

 two-under-par stretch for the 18 
afternoon holes. 


Not since Robert A. Gardner 
won this tournament in 1909 at 
the age of 19 years and five 
months has anyone as young as 
Nicklaus achieved the feat. 
Jackie will be 20 next January. 

The disappointing setback for 
Coe, after he had taken a 2-up 
morning 18-hole lead with a 
methodical two-under-par round, 
ruined his hopes of becoming 
the first golfer since Bobby 
Jones to win the amateur crown 
more than twice.

The tax issue was credited by 
Hoban as the biggest factor in 
his defeat of State’s Attorney 
Richard T. Carter, who had initi- 
ated prosecution of non-payers 
of the tax.

Recommendations were 
made to the State Legislature 
but the bill became larded with 
sO many amendments it fell of 
its own weight. 

Efforts are still being made by 
Hoban to change the tax. He di- 
rected one of his own assistant 
state’s attorneys to file suit 
against him, and plans to take 
his objections to the Supreme 
Court.

years of crushing bodily contact 
with the Notre Dame varsity. He 
was, as he says, not the greatest 
player on the team, but he be- 
came the best punter and was a 
valuable man to have around. 

The eldest of five children, 
Hoban was born on St. Patrick’s 
day 1913 in East St. Louis. His 
father, James John Hoban, was 
in politics, too. He was mayor 
of Fairmont City for 13 years 
and was a Democratic precinct 
committeeman. 

Young Hoban was very close 
to his grandmother, Mrs. Mary 
Hoban, who had come to this 
country from Dublin. As a result, 
the boy spoke with an Irish 
brogue until he reached the third 
grade in school. 


Hoban was a Democrat when 
he enrolled at Notre Dame. 
He came out a Republican. 
Why? 

“Oh, everybody else at Notre 
Dame was a Democrat,” the 
East St. Louis political maver- 
ick explains. 


Notre Dame lies In St. Joseph 
county, stronghold of the Demo- 
cratic party in Indiana. Hoban 
was a Democratic precinct work- 
er and attended a Democratic 
state nominating convention as 
a delegate. 

Even then Hoban couldn't keep 
his mouth shut. He questioned a 
Democratic machine activity of 
voting non-resident Notre Dame 
students. The Democrats dropped 
him without a word. He joined 
the Republicans and became their 
campus representative. 

In the next election, with Ho- 


ban challenging, the number of 


Democratic votes cast in the 
Notre Dame precinct dropped 
from 2500 to fewer than 1000. 
Hoban began practicing law in 
1936 in Mark Eagleton’s office in 
St. Louis. He also was hired 
by Coach Jimmy Conzelman of 
Washington University to coach

World War II interrupted-this 
activity. He entered the Navy: 


a seaman, then was co 
sioned an officer. He served as 
a scout and raider in the North 
African and Sicilian invasions.

He participated in 24 island- 
hopping invasions, from New 
Guinea to the Philippines, first 
commanding a flotilla of LSTs, 
then a flotilla of LCIs. 


His outfit received a Presiden- 
tial Unit Citation and a Navy 
Unit Citation. He also won the 
Bronze Star for heroism on the 
beach at Mariveles. He was a 
full commander when the war 
ended. 


Returning to civilian life, he 
supported Quinten Spivey for 
probate judge and James Mc- 
Roberts for the State Legislature 
in 1946, Both Republicans were 
elected. 


Hoban practiced law with the 
late Joseph B. McGlynn and 
Spivey, who is now a circuit 
judge. For about a decade he 
has operated a law partnership 
with McRoberts. Their office is 
at 104 North Main street, East 
St. Louis, across the street from 
the police station. 


Hoban was doing well in pri- 
vate practice when he got the 
itch to run for office in 1952. 
He was one of a group of young 
insurgent Republicans. They 
supported Dwight D. E/isen- 
hower against the late Senator 
Robert A. Taft, the old guard 
candidate for the Republiéan 
nomination for President. 


Aligned with the old guard 
was Hoban’s godfather and good 
personal friend, Daniel McGlyzin, 
Hoban, in the heat of a political 
fight, once called McGlyfin, 
longtime Republican boss, “ta 
political prostitute” for support.

even at 5-or 6. Arbitrarily starting youngsters in school at 5 
can be harmful to them, disruptive to parents and teachers. 

These are among the findings of a team of three research- 
ers here at the Merrill-Palmer School, a private institution 
devoted to research, teaching, and community service. 

The “school readiness” project-- by Merrill- 
Palmer’s Dr. Anton Brenner in cooperation with Dr. Rachel 
Weddington and Dr. Helmut Hofmann of the Greenfield 
Village (Dearborn. Mich.) School—has studied hundreds 
of children over the past few years in Detroit and surround- 
ing-area schools. Among their findings : 

1 A child’s age in years is not necessafily an indicator 
of his capabilities in school. 

2. Apparently more girls than boys could enter kinder- 
garten at ages 3, 4, and 5 because they mature more quickly. 

3 A battery of tests, some devised at Merrill-Palmer, 
can predict for a high percentage of children their overall 
“readiness” to fit into school. 

These tests seek to uncover the child's learning capa- 
bility and personality development, his ability to relate ideas 


- to his daily life, and his ability to perform tasks. (Two tasks 


in one of the tests are shown on page 5.) 


4 Tentatively, the Merrill-Palmer researchers are will- 
ing to say that in a middle-class school, 10 per cent of the 
students should be held back until ages 6 or 7, and another 
5 to 10 per cent should be admitted at ages 3 or 4 because 
they are prepared for it. 

The findings of Merrill-Palmer to date could have na- 
tional implications. Already, the school system of Albion, 
Mich., is trying to apply what has been learned here about 
school readiness. It is possible that children there and 
elsewhere will be tested while in the pre-school ages. Some 
would be admitted before age 5; others would be held back. 

In addition, children already in school could be tested 
and, on the basis of results, be separated into fast-learners, 
slow-learners, and average-learners. 

The school readiness studies here have an obvious contro- 
versial aspect. Children vary in their rates of physical, men- 
tal, and emotional development. Measuring these varying 
rates, then holding some children back, could cause deep 
resentment and shame on the part of the parents. 

Yet the Merrill-Palmer research team feels strongly that 
some youngsters should be “slowed” and some “speeded” 
for their own future well-being. Dr. Brenner points to in- 
creasing evidence of failure in junior high and high school 
stemming from failure in kindergarten and first grade. 

What qualities in the child make for a high degree of 
school readiness? Test results seem to point to these: 
Broad ence: The “very ready” child seems to 
have “lived more” than the unready. He is likely to have 
traveled, liked books and records, gained a wider range of 
social experience. He is more grown-up as a result, even at 
the age of 3, 4, or 5. 


Good health and independence: The hie 


ready youngster usually has had good general health. He 


a 
of independence. 

Active imagination: Typically, the ready child has 

an active imagination, and applies it often to deal with 

practical situations in daily living. He can use his past ex- 

perience to tell him today what to do and how to think. 


Importance of learning: Often, the very ready 
youngster has a strong desire to learn even before he gets to 
school. His parents usually are responsible for this desire. 


Ability to fit into school: He is more able than 
the “unready” to follow the teacher's orders, accept her 
ideas, and comply with school demands to follow routines. 

Typically, the ready child has a generous curiosity about 
things, but wants to follow orders so that he can excel. The 
unready or less ready often are fearful, docile, or restless. 
At times they are prone to temper tantrums, like to be_ 
defiant, and are afraid of competition. é 

At this sfage Merrill-Palmer’s researchers stress that their 
studies are still incomplete. Their program is still experi- 
mental. However, Dr. Brenner points out that a great deal 
can be gained by testing for school readiness. 

The child, held back, accelerated, or placed in an aver- 
age age-grade, would be where he belongs. For the unready, 
there would be less burden of competition with the very 
ready. Children would feel understood; and would come to 
accept education more completely. 

Parents would benefit immeasurably from learning 
where their children stood in the overall school readiness 
picture. They would be in a better position to guide the 
child, and better able to cooperate with the teacher. 

Teachers, armed with readiness information, would be 
better fitted to do their classroom work with each individual 
child. They would be better able to help each child develop 
his potential. 

Dr. Brenner and his associates do not expect school readi- 
ness testing to take hold nationally overnight. 

_ But.they feel confident that as readiness tests are applied 
from school system to school system, there will be many 
more happy, fulfilled children, parents; and teachers. &

Johny Unitas of the Colts 


COOLE ST MAN I

The Baltimore Colts huddled back on their 
own goal line. Above them came the roaring 
of more than 60,000 people held bug-eyed by 
a seesawing battle for the 1958 professional 
football championship. The New York Giants 
were leading, 17-14. The Colts had the ball 
on their own 14. They had less than 100 
seconds to go 86 yards. 

Quarterback Johnny Unitas (see cover) 
ducked into the Colt huddle. Stony-faced, 
icily self-possessed, he said briskly, “This is 
where we find out what we're made of .” 

Unruffled by charging Giant linemen—a 
half-ton of them—he calmly flipped, four 
passes that swept the Colts to the Giant 20. 
From there, with seven seconds left, a Colt 
field goal tied the score. Minutes later, in a 
sudden-death overtime, “Iceman” Unitas 
passed the Colts 80 yards for the touchdown 


that-won the game— it has been called “the - 


greatest ever played” —and the title. 


After the game, reporters asked him why | 


he had thrown so many risky -passes in the 
overtime. 

The sharp-faced Unitas looked surprised. 
“A pass,” he said, “is never risky when you 
know what you're doing.” 

This aplomb on the field has made Unitas 
the best all-around quarterback in football 


today..He is never afraid to call the unex- 


‘pected play. And he'll hold a pass till the last 


moment, so his receivers have time to break 
clear, though linemen are breathing hot on his 
neck. His coach, Weeb Ewbank, says he 
could be “the greatest quarterback ever.” 

“All quarterbacks have to be confident,” 
says Colt end Gino Marchetti, an eight-year 
veteran, “but I've never seen one as icy as 
John. Nothing ‘ever bothers him. That's be- 
cause he never worries what will happen if 
he fails.” 

Yet the 26-year-old Unitas has good reason 
to worry about failure, for he has had more 
than his share of troubles: 

© His father, a Pittsburgh coal dealer, 
died when he was 5. His mother raised her 
four children by going to work, first as a 
scrubwoman, later as a bookkeeper.

Today 
347 of them sit in state and territorial leg- 
islatures, 17 in the United States Congress. 
Since 1953, 408 women have wen presi- 
dential and departmental appointments. 

The survey on what the girls have been 
up to is the handiwork of Mrs. Clare B. 
Williams, Assistant Republican National 
Chairman in charge of women’s activities. 
Mrs. Williams and her associates, how- 
ever, have been quite non-partisan in add- 
ing up the record. The girls can be mighty 
impartial when it comes to putting us men 
in our places. 

But why shouldn't they? Women hold 
the balance of political power. There are 


5,000,000 more women than men of vot- 


ing age in this country today. And when 
you consider: the reluctance of some 
women to admit any age, you come to a 
suspicion that even the 5,000,000 figure 
is an understatement. 

It was 39 years ago that American 


women won the right to vote, and I hasten — 


to-edd that I’m glad they did. 


It is my observation that women, as a 
group, take their responsibilities as citi- 
zens. more seriously than men. I believe 
this stems from their role as mothers. Any- 
one who doesn’t agree has never coped 
with a group of mothers crusading for a 
traffic light at the busy intersection nearest 
the school their children attend. 

I know from personal experience how 
effective women can be in politics. No 
man in public life could be more aware 
than I of the fact that he can be replaced 
by a woman.\I was. To run for the Senate 
a year ago, I gave up a seat in the House of 
Representatives that I had. held for 12 
years. My successor in the House is Mrs. 
Jessica McC. Weis. 


The Life of the Party 


Remember how, in 1948, the Demo- 
cratic National Convention ‘in Philadel- 
phie- started out like a political wake? 
Who brought it to life? Mrs. India Ed- 
wards, then head of the women’s division, 
and she did it with one dramatic speech 
that started Harry Truman on the road to 
victory.

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Rock House Is 
Razed, but It 
Will Rise Again 


Historic Levee Building, City’s Oldest, 
To be Re-Erected in Riverfront Park 
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By C. L. KELLIHER of the PICTURES Statt 
HE OLD ROCK HOUSE, the city’s oldest building, exists today 


only as a pile of timbers and stones. } skeletal remains of 

the 141- year-old lan Gre numbered and neatly stacked 
near the foot of Spruce street on the riverfromt. They are being 
saved until the structure riges agdin somewhere in the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memoridl. 

The historic building's a site on the levee at the foot of 
Chestnut street was figuratively snatched from under it last month. 
The site will be covered by @ grand staircase from the levee to the 
590-foot stainless steel arch that is to be the dpminant feature of 
the national park. | ) 

The durability of the old fur warehouse is particularly notable 
in the light of earlier threats that it m to survive. It escaped 
damage in the great St. Louis fire of 1849 that destroyed all build- 
ings around it, as well as 23 steamboats moored in the river nearby. 
Demolition loomed twice in the name of progress and once because 
of the building's infirmities, but razing was averted in each instance. 


When reconstructed, the Old Rock House will be one of the 


Memorial's museums that will present the story of the nation’s west- 
ward expansion. The building will contein exhibits relating to its 
own construction in 1818 by uel Lisa, the famed St. Louis fur 
trader whose expeditions ranged 2000 miles up the Missouri river 
in hostile Indian territory. It was the arrival of the first steam- 
boat in St. Louis in 1817 that led Lisa to anticipate the river transpor- 
tation era and the concomitant need for warehouses at the river's 
edge.
